CHANGING THE CONSTITUTION. 

Judge Tuley made an excellent argument 
day before yesterday against calling a con- 
stitutional convention. He. denied, first, 
that there was any necessity for that re- 
vision of the organic law which some per- 
sons who call themselves reformers are clam- | 
oring for'so loudly. He asked the members 
of the Monticello club, to whom he ad- 
dressed his remarks, whether they wanted 
the constitution changed so as to give the 
Governor more power, when some of them 
were of the opinion the Governor was abus- 
ing the power already vested in him. Or 
did they want the Legislature given more 
power, when it was evident Illinois Legis- 
latures were making the worst possible use 
of powers possessed by them now? Or did 
they want the judiciary given more power 
when the labor elements complained it had 
too much? But if the constitution were 
amended so as to clip the wings of Judges 
so they could not make decisions “ unfair 
to labor,” nothing would be accomplished 
unless the constitution of the United States 
was amen also. 95 

Judge Tuley asked his hearers if they 
‘wished to repeal those limitations on legis- 
lative and municipal power which were 
placed in the constitution to put a stop to 
the evils which have grown up under the 
unguarded organic law of 1848. 
tures have abused their power to grant 
special charters. Municipalities had bian- 
ket-mortgaged the property of their citizens 
and subjected them to oppressive taxation. 
Judge Tuley admitted that if the people 
could be relied on to elect honest represent- 
atives these limitations on their power 
would not be needed and could be dispensed 
with, but he is of the opinion that Legisia- 
tures and taxing agencies cannot be trusted 
implicitly as yet. 


Judge Tuley does not think the constitu- 


tion should be revised and special legisla- 
tion permitted in order that Chicago may 
get legislation which it.needs. The civil 
service law, the jury commission law, and 
the Torrens jaw have been passed by the 
Legislature under the present constitution. 
If it is deemed best that the city should own 
and operate street railroads the Legislature 
is competent to grant it authority. The 
present city charter and system of local gov- 
ernment suit Judge Tuley and he does not 
see why they should be tinkered with. 
He assumed that his hearers did not wish 
to give the Aldermen more power than they 
have now. 

In the next place Judge Tuley contended 
that the calling of a constitutional conven- 
tion would be worse than unnecessary—it 
would be dangerous. There is no demand 
heard from the people for constitutional 
revision, therefore they would take no keen, 
general interest in the election of the per- 
sons who were to do the work of revision. 
Consequently the same bosses and the same 
interests that control the election of mem- 
bers of the Legislature would nominate and 
elect members of a constitutional conven- 


| tion. It is Legislatures chosen by those 


bosses and interests which enact Alien laws 
and similar corrupt measures. A conven- 
tion chosen by those bosses and interests 
would frame an organic law for the benefit 
of trusts and monopolies. It would repeal 
all wise limitations on the exercise of power. 

Judge Tuley also called attention to the 
fact that a constitutional convention might 
be controlled by men whose jealousy of 
Chicago would induce them to limit its rep- 
resentation in the Legislature, as has been 
done in the case of New York. There are 
Iilinoisans who, perceiving that this county 
is growing more rapidly than other counties 


and is gaining in strength in the Legisla- 
ture, wish to fix a point beyond which these 
gains shall not go, and deny the citizens of 
this county the right to equal representa- 
tion in the General Assembly. a

CLARK OF MONTANA. 

William A. Clark, the millionaire mine- 
owner of Butte, Mont., will be known for 
the next six years as Clark of Montana. 
His election to tue United States Senate 
was preceded a few days by the reélection 
of Clarence D. Clark, from Wyoming. The 
proximity of the two States is liable to 
cause confusion as to the identify of the 
two men in the minds of the careless reader. 
Clark of Wyoming is a Republican and 
subscriber to the St. Louis platform. Clark 
of Montana is a Democrat and a free silver 
The Montana Senatorial fight has not 
been between the Republican and Demo- 
cratic parties, however. In fact, since the 
time Montana was a Territory its politics 
has been overshadowed by the intense 
rivalry between Clark and his former busi- 
ness associate, Marcus Daly, the copper 
king of Anaconda. Both are men of great 
wealth. It is said Clark’s income last year 
was $10,000,000. It is not difficult, there- 
tore, to believe the assertion of Stute Sen- 
ator Whiteside that Clark had authorized 
his lieutenants ta spend $1,000,000 to se- 
cure his election. The free silverites will 
have no qualms of conscience in swallowing 
Clark, however. If he had been a Repub- 
lican it would be a different story. 

It has been the ambition of Clark’s life 

reach the United States Senate. His as- 
pirations are more than State wide, and 
with his immense fortune he is liable to be- 
come a controlling factor in the Democratic 
party. He will fall heir in some ways to 
the shoes of Brice. He will be called “ the 
Senator from New York,” perhaps, as was 
Brice, for, like him, he niakes his residence 
in that city instead of in the State to which 
he is accredited.

With a Demo- 
era tie majority in his favor Clark was de- 
feated in 1888 as the Democratic candidate 
for Territorial Delegate, Thomas H. Carter, 
Republican, being elected through the Daly 
influence. When Montana came into the 
union Clark and Martin Maginnis sought 
admission to the United States Senate, but 
that body seated two Republicans,.

But all the best located woodlands suit- 
able for the paper-making business have 
either been stripped or are controlled by the 
trust. There is infinite water power on the 
THinois River. This part of the country is

It Congress refuses to put print paper and 
wood pulp on the free list it will perpetuate 
an odious monopoly which is extorting mil- 
ions from the newspaper and book readers 
of this country, and when the reading pub- 
lie learns that fact it will have something to 
say to Congress.

Prohibition has failed to solve this difii- 
cuit problem. It must be worked out on 
some such lines as the Squirrel Inn and 
the Gothenberg system.

HENRY SCORES CITY’S RULERS. 


Says if Present Administration Is in 
Power Two More Years Chicago Will 
| Worse. 

The necessity ot enlisting the moral sen- 
timent of the better element of the city in 
favor of the enforcement of the law was the 
central theme emphasized by the speak 
at the mass-meeting held yesterday at.the 
Cettenary Methodist Episcopal Church, 
n and Monroe streets, to protest 
against lawlessness. 

Sh ssembly was addressed by the Rev.” 
irst, pastor of the Centenary Metho- 
Bia urch, the Rev. James W. Fifield of 
arren Avenue Congregational Church, 
— the Rev. J. G. Henry, superintendent 
of the Law Enforcement league of Chicago. 
1 Rev. J. W. Fifield pointed out that 
the enforcement or non-enforcement Of the 
laws in the city was proportionate to the pub- 
lic sentiment behind the laws. 
Mr. Henry, the principal speaker of the 
afternoon, delivered a scathing arraignment 
of the violators of the city ordinances, dwell- 
ing particularly on the saloon and kindred 
elements which he declared were openly dis- 
regarding all restraints. In part Mr. Henry 


said: 

“Tt is not the lack of laws from which we 
suffer, but the non-enforcement of those 
which we have. If the laws regulating the 
gelling of liquor to minors and drunkards, 
the closing of saloons at midnight and on 
Sunday, the suppression of the musical and 
vaudeville attachments to the liquor houses 
were enforced in Chicago as they could be, 
one-half of the saloons in the city would be 
elosed and the other half would be doing lit- 
tle business inside of a twelvemonth. The 
condition of the city as disclosed by the in- 
vestigations of the league is terrible. No 
one ever saw or ever will see as much hen 
in Paris as can be seen in Chicago any night. 
Indecent shows and pernicious literature 
have assumed terrible. proportions, and are 
a constant menace to the morals of our young 
people. 

“Tr the present city ‘administration is in. 
power for two years more what we have 
passed through in the last two years will 
seem like paradise to the purgatory to which 
we ace them Will be subjected. The worst ele- 
ment interests itself in the government of 
the city, and the better element stands aloof.

ONLY PARTLY 6UCCESSFUL. 


It Is Entitled “The Archdeacon,” and 
It Deals with the Loves of ¢ World- 
ly ‘Churchman — Hallie Erminte 
Riyes Has Made a Rather Effective 


Story in “As the Hart Panteth ”— 


Though It Does Not End Happily It 
Compels Attention. es 


RS. L. B. WALFORD’S latest novel, 
„ The Archdeacon (Longmans), is 
an innocuous story in which merit 
and demerit strike a balance of aver- 
age mediocrity. Why is it that some 
modern authors, like Mrs. Walford, fail to 

p the principle of proper dramatic con- 
struction? If Dickens and Thackeray mean- 
dered along for a dozen or twenty chapters, 
introducing characters and laying the ground 


work for the superstructure, that does not. 


excuse a novel writer of the present day for 
such a crude performance. One expects a 
novel. to be interesting just as a play should 
be, from the time the curtain is raised until 
the dénouement. Thackeray and Dickens 
by their masterful imagery hold the atten- 
tion of the reader to a degree while daubing 


on the primary colors, but that is no proof 


that their way is the best for all writers. 

There are certain well defined methods 
which story writers of Mrs. Walford's class 
would do well to follow. They appeal for 
patronage to a class that wishes to be enter- 
tained, not instructed. Then by all means 
let them study to entertain. 

„The Archdeacon” is fairly interesting 
toward the latter part of the story. It is 
conceived rather cleverly, and some parts 
of the story do the author credit. A boyish 
love which is stifled by contact with the 
world breaks into flame again twenty years 
later. The boy has become a worldly 
churchman and fails to remember his callow 
love when he again meets its object. His 
neglect has led the woman to an unhappy 
marriage. She is a widow when he sees her 
again. Her ideas are high and noble. She 
has watched his dizzy career with renewed 
heart palpitations. He has forgotten her. 
Then, after a time, he proposes marriage 
and is rejected. y? Because she finds 


him changed. The churchman is pompous. 


and vain. He is not what she fondly sup- 
posed.. Before the story closes he comes 
down from his pharisalcal pedestal—at least 
long enough to win her. 

„The Archdeacon” as a story is open to 
the suspicion of having pretensions. They 
are not justified from the reader’s stand- 
point. A dozen yawns will spoil a play—and 
a novel. 

A love story whose lovers do not wed is 
like & play in which the villain triumphs. 
You leave it with a sigh, half sorry that 
your attention had not been given to some- 
thing more satisfying. But a week or a 
month later you will realize that the un- 
happy play or the unusual love story has 
still a strange hold on the thoughts, while 
you would have long since lost the conven- 
tional play or story in satisfied forgetful- 


ness. 
A story by Hallie Erminie Rives ig en- 
titled “As the Hart Panteth (Dillingham). 


Its heroine is a simple Southern girl—the last 


of a once wealthy line, whose sole com- 
panions are an aged grandfather and her 
violin, until the hero appears as 4 dis- 
turbing feature on the placid scene. Though 
the man is sententious, cold-blooded,. and 
really quite impossible—a story man such as 
only a woman writer can invent—the heroine 
falls desperately in love with him. Under 
this spell she makes marvelous progress with 
her music and when heAeaves for New York 
her heart goes with him. Soon she follows, 
and, thanks to his influence, she and her 
magic violin become social successes. 
The man loves the girl, but persuades him- 
self that it would interfere with his own 
success as an author and hers as a virtuoso 
to permit such a triviai thing as love to 
dominate him. Once indeed, under the spell 
of a moonlight boat rido, he so far forgets 
himself as to declare his love, but when the 
shore is reached he turns to stone again and 
next day starts for Europe in order that he 
may regain the mastery of himself by the 
force of separation. 
When the girl receives his farewell letter 
she smashes her violin ind after a fearful 
struggle becomes outwerdly as icy as the 
man whose stupidity crushed all the beauty 
out of her life. Abandoning music, she takes

logue, cold, cynical, heartless, in every line.

Riviera. 


The question of furnishing an heir to the 
throne of Russia is of such momentous 
importance, not only to the Muscovite dy- 
nasty but 3 the nation, that the 
Czarina would certainly not be permitted to 
incur the risk of a trip across Europe at a 
moment when she is in such delicate health 
es at present. Nor is it likely that the Em- 
peror would leave her. 

In fact I hear from St. Petersburg that all 
arrangements have been made for the Czar 
and-Czarina to spend the winter and the 


spring quietly at Tasarkee Zela, all court 
festivities and state functions having deen 


abandoned out of regard for the health of 
the Empress. 

The imperial couple are, however, to re- 
celve a visit from the Prince of Wales, their 
favorite uncle, either before or immediately 
after his sojourn in the south of France. 
He has not been in Russia since the time 
when he traveled to Levidia for the purpose 
of attending the deathbed of his brother-in- 
law, the last Czar, and neither the present 
Emperor nor yet the Russian people have 
forgotten the manner in which he stood by 
the side of his grief-stricken nephew during 
the trying weeks that followed his accession 
to the throne. 

The Prince of Wales 18 a clever and bab 
tious diplomat, with a far shrewder head 
upon his shoulders than might be imagined 
by those who see in him nothing but a frivo- 
lous and pleasure-loving leader of English 
fashion. 

The relations between England and Rus- 
sia are of paramount importance in every- 
thing that concerns the preservation of peace 
in the old world, and, this being the case, the 
Prince’s visit to Russia is regarded all over 
Europe as an event of great interest and 
destined to influence the course of future 
events in no small degree. i 

Another consort of an old world ruler who 
is expected to shortly present her husband 
with an heir to his throne is Ikbal Hanem, 
the wife of the Khedive of Egypt, who has 
hitherto given birth but to girls. 

Unlike her husband’s mother, the 


Dowager Khediviah, who is a Princess by 


birth, Ikbal Hanem was originally a slave, 


or an odalisque in the harem of the young 


ruler of Egypt, and was advanced to the 
dignity of a wife as a reward for having 
been the first of the inmates of his seraglio 
to present him with achild. Sheisa woman

Consequently, while the rulers of Egypt 


are accorded by the powers the style of 
Khedive, they have to content themselves 
with the predicate of “ highness,” which is 
the same that is conceded to the chief 
eunuch and to the Grand Vizier at Con- 
stantinople. | 


With regard to the Sultan’s intention of 


conferring the order of the Chefkat upon the 
wife of Senator Cushman Davis, chairman 
of the Committee on Foreign Relations at 
Washington, itt is a mistake to imagine 
that she will be the only American woman 
to share this distinction.

study. Your musical répertoire and repu- 
tation simply amount to just the amount of 
work you put into them. 

When I look back upon the years of 
drudging—yes, years of slavery—through 
which I passed, I often wonder why I did not 
give up in despair. You mugt live a hum- 
drum, threadbare life—as I said before, the 
life of a nun. I might sum up the life of a 
really serious student of music in Paris this 
way: You prepare for your lessons, and you 
go to them. You get back, and you prepare 
for your lessons again. !

Bois de Boulogne, when they should be 
studying, working, and thinking. 

„ Then: there is the language. The Amer- 
ican girl must be able to sing in Europe in 
a tongue foreign to her. She must under-

—4 girl may be beautiful, and that will help 
her, perhaps, but it cannot make her a great 
singer. An American girl must shut herself 
up from all her American friends in Paris. 
She must give up the amusements most 
American girls love. In a word, the opera 
singer, to be a success, must train like an 
athlete. Dissipation, even of the mildest 
form, will ruin her. 

“As a rule, I rise at 7 in the morning. 
Then I go for a walk in the Bois, come back 
and study and sing and work and walk 
again. And you must have money. Poor 
students only take one lesson a week, when 
they should take one a day. Five dollars a 
lesson! They lose, too, a great deal by not 
being able to go to the theaters and operas 
here and drink in the best orches and 
vocal musié. 

They sleep in cold rooms—and, O, how 
icy cold they are sometimes in Paris! They 
get their feet wet going for their poor one 
lessqn, they do not have nourishing food to 
keep them sufficiently strong for really se- 
rious study, and unless they are backed by 
some wealthy patron, as I was, they too 
often become tragedies. 

** The number of failures from these causes 
which I have just mentioned is infinite. 

“I do not like to see old married women 
coming from the United States to study 
opera in Paris. They never succeed. Old 
ladies can learn languages, and literature, 
and history, and science, but they cannot 
be taught to sing opera. They are the laugh- 
ing stock of our professors, and they bring 
ridicule upon our people.“ c

Christ and Modern Social Problems was 
the text from which the Rev. Dr. Johnston 
Myers drew some lessons on the work of 


the church in the Immanuel Baptist pulpit. 
He said: 


The one characteristic of Jesus Christ 
which is above all others is the unselfish giv- 


ing up of himself for humanity. If we are 


giving up nothing in the name of Christ 
for others then we are none of his. Have 


we not as churches and individuals over- 
looked this greatest truth of the gospel? 
I stood in St. Peter's Church in Rome, be- 
wildered by the splendor of the dis- 


play of aémost untold wealth. What 
a contrast was there between that 
church and the self-sacrifleing, suffering 
life of Christ and his apostles. We may 


come nearer home than that. We must ac- 
knowledge that there is something wrong in 
Protestant Christianity. We are neither 
reaching nor holding the masses as we ought 
to. 

I call your attention to what has al- 
ways won the love, sympathy, and regard of 
humanity, from the day of Jesus Christ to 
the present hour. It is this spirit of sacri- 
fice. The church or pastor showing the 
largest amount of that Christ spirit has al- 
ways had the love and the listening ear of 


‘mankind. It is God’s ordained way of 


helping and holding humanity. There 
has never been a great work- 
ing church unless that spirit has char- 
acterized it. It has won the love and 
regard of the community by self-denial and 
self-sacrifice. Not sacrifice evidenced in 
words, but in deeds. The church needs to 
stop talking about helping those who are 
in trouble and to go and do the thing itself. 

There is one word which needs to be 
glorified and magnified, if we are to win an 
indifferent world back to the church. That 
word is ‘ sacrifice.’ Christ looked down with 
pitying eye upon suffering humanity. He 
showed his interest and he won their love by 
giving himself. If the church and the in- 
dividual are bent upon saving themselves 
both are lost. ‘ He that would save his life 
shall lose it and he that would lose his life 
— my sake and the gospel's the same shal 

nd it.“ 


USE AND ABUSE OF AUTHORITY. 


Dr. William White Wilson Discusses 


the Mutual obligations of People 
and Government. | 


“The Use and Abuse of Authority ” was 
the text of the Rev. Dr. William White 


Wilson’s morning sermon at St. u 


Episcopal Church. He said: . | : 
All recognize the necessity of authority. 
There must be lodged somewhere the power 
to administer law and to protect rights 


and privileges, and this-power must be re- 
spected. If the government is wrong in the 


character of any of its institutions, the 
best way of accomplishing a reformation 
is to be faithful to all laws, and so mani- 
fest by a fair practical test the inadequacy 
or injustice of the institutions. While there 
may be some suffering of wrong in such an 
obedience, it will not equal the evil that 


comes through lawlessness. 


We should also respect those who are 
placed in authority over us by giving them 


the support and obedience which their po- 


sitions require. It is unreasonable to place 


men in official positions and then hedge 


them about with such requirements as pre- 
vent them from fulfilling the duties of those 
positions. There is much criticism of pub- 
lic servants for abusing an authority which 
they never possessed. Give officials full 
authority and hold them to strict accounta- 
= and laws will be wisely adminis- 
ered. 

“There is an authority in the people 
which should be recognized by their rep- 
resentatives. They are unworthy of their 


positions if they do not recognize their ac- 


countability. The people also in their rights 
must not be indifferent to the fact that there 
is a power over them from whom they 
derive their powers. All authority pro- 
ceeds from immutable principles of right 
and wrong which cannot be safely ignored. 
These principles are embodied-in the teach- 


ings of the Savior of mankind. We must 


respect the authority of God and of eternal 
truth and righteousness and require their 
recognition in all positions of government.“
